MOSCOW (UPP - President 
Kennedy blamed the dangers to 
peace on the Soviet Union’s ef­ 
forts “to communize the world," 
the government newspaper Izves- 
tia said in an exclusive interview- 
published today. 
The 
interview 
with 
Kennedy 
was obtained by Izvestia editor 
Alexei Adzhubei, Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev’s son-in-law, at Hyan- 
nis Port, Mass., last Saturday. 


According to Izvestia. Kennedy 
told Adzhubei: 


"I consider that the Soviet Un­ 
ion and the United States must 
live together in peace. 
In our 
opinion, the difficulties arise as 
a result of the efforts of the So­ 
viet Union in a certain sense to 
communize the whole world." 


Then Kennedy added: 


"If the Soviet Union only tried 
to defend its own national inter­ 
ests, to defend its own national 
-security and allowed other coun­ 
tries to live as they Uke, to Uve 
I in peace, then I suppose the prob- 
jlems which now cause so much 
tension would disappear.” 


Kennedy.

formed the main dispatch on page

newspaper, went on: 


"We should like for tile Soviet 
people to live in peace and want 
the sam e for our own people.
